TRAILING RARE GOOSE 


Expedition Trying To Find Nesting 
Place of White Variety 


The combined efforts of the Cana- 
dian government, the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, the Hudson’s Bay Co. 
and the Eskimos of Baffin Island were 
required to track the blue goose to its 
breeding grounds. 

An expedition equipped to travel by 
canoe, dog sled, snowshoes and air- 
planes has gone to British Columbia 
in an effort to find the nesting place 
of the rare white variety known as 


Ross’ snow goose. It was first re- 
ported in 1861 and observed in the 
vicinity of Sacramento, California. 


Although since then it has been seen 
in flight both in the south and the 
north, its breeding place has never 
been discovered. 

In the winter months Ross’ goose is 
a frequently observed species, but in 
the spring it is lost after flying be- 
yond the latitude of Great Slave and 
Great Bear Lakes, and its summer 
home is problematical It is a victim 
of modernity, which denies the right 
of privacy.

There are three ways in which an 
experience of pain or sorrow may be 
met, We may rebel, blaming the ill 
fortune which has brought the trouble 
upon us, and so hardening our hearts. 
Or we may endure the trouble with 
stoic fortitude as those who refuse to 
be humiliated by fate. Or we may 
search the trouble for the lessons of 
character it contains, and, perchance, 
a clearer insight into the ways of God, 
The self-disciplined man will see in 
trouble a friend, mysterious and not 
fully understood, yet one who has a 
message for his soul. 

If we study St, Paul's epistles we 
receive the impression that we are 
dealing with a liberated personality, 
one who by self-discipline has pur- 
chased spiritual freedom, We must 
learn to obey what is highest and yet 
to find in obedience no constraint, but 
a freedom which will enable us to be 
our best selves. 

Freedom is 


the birthright of the 
human spirit, but it has to grow into 
an ordered liberty, It degenerates into 
license if it is not controlled, Some 
lofty purpose or high ideal must be 
steadily pursued ff the self is to 
acquire a disciplined character,
